Most of 
these are refugees, or re.-ently 
arrived immigrants, who have fled 
from the persecutions and religious 
intolerance of the Old World. 
Their cause baa been taken np 
the educated American deaf of 
their own religious faith, and there 
iise that much benefit will 
accrue from these efforts, that shall 
help unite and instruct and elevate 
all of the Hebrew Deaf. 
This week they assemble to 
SMS the officials that are to guide 
and guard their religions interests, 
and there is no donbt hut the most 
Intellie I prominent of the 

desf, who ha\ educated in 

America, will be selected. 

It would be a calamity if the 
Hebrew deaf neglect to recognize 
the importance of having at the 
bead men who will instil into the 
popular mind the Ideas and the 
progress! venesa of the laud of li- 
berty in which they live, and which 
protects and prospers them without 
distinction as to nationality or race. 
A failure to do this will limit the 
usefulness of the effort, and fail to 
attract, as it shoul bo consi- 

deration of things spiritual.

such medical ion as appears from 
time tO time required In .the judg- 
ment of a physician. In conclusion, 
all persons suffering from tnher- 

culosis are advised to consult their 
own family physician, or a repu 

table doctor, or to t'o tonne of the 

special tuberculosis disensaries 
throughout the city where patients 
nnable to obtain private oare may 

go for diagnosis and treatment free 
oi charge. In suitable eases, ar- 
rangements arc made for the admis- 
sion to sanatoria and hospitals.

not take him long to grasp the prin- 
ciples of buying and selling 
groceries, farm produce, and 
notions, which at that time all 
were sold in the same store. This 
was the basis of foundation of Bus 
sell Sage'l fortune. Jay Could 

Btatted his financial career as a 
peddler of mousetraps in New York 
City, iii 185S. The little niacin mt 
was enclosed in a mahogany box, 

and he tramped all over the city 

until he sold it. and several ol hois 
Of its kind; ami I hen profits from 

such sale was the nucleus of the 

colossal Gould Fortune of more than 
$70,000,000, which during the

It gives one a rather pleasant sur- 
prise when in a strange land to find 
that he is not altogether a stranger 
to the people there. Such was I he 
experience of Dr. Crouter when he 
visited the National Institution for 
Deaf-Mutes ai Paris last July. 
After Inspecting the class work he 
was conducted to a large room 
where an informal reception, with 
a little speech-making, was held. 
This room was filled with books, 
pictures, statues and cases of small 
objects, and they called it the Mu- 
seum. The surprise came when one 
of the hosts produced portraits of 
Dr. Crouter and Benjamin D. Pet- 
tengill, a former teacher in this In- 
stitution, for this Museum contains 
only pictures and objects connected 
with the education of ths deaf and 
is known as (he Universal Museum 
of Deaf-Mutes. This Museum dates 
back nearly thirty years when a col- 
lection was begun of objects relat- 
ing exclusively to the history of the 
National Institution. So gieat was 
the interest manifested in this, that 
in IS'.IO it was proposed to extend it 
to Include the schools of the entire 
world. 

The ogauizalion of this ureal 
work was entrusted to M. Theo- 
phile Denis, honorary chief of bu- 
reau to the Miniate] of the Interior, 
who has been ably assisted by Prof. 
Augnste Boyer. 

The Museum is divided into two 
sections, Ihe historical and the art- 
istic The former includes alt (hose 
things I hat are in any way connect- 
ed with the history of deaf-mute 
education, while the latter contains 
an objects produoed by the deaf 
themselves. 

The historical section is sub- di- 
vided as follows : 

I. Views and plans of schools. 
Of these there are between three 
and four hundred, illustrating near- 
ly all the schools of Kurope and 
America, besides some in India, 
Australia and Japan. There are 
twenty views of the Pennsylvania 
Institution. 

2 Portraits of founders, direc- 
tors, professors and benefactors of 

schools. In this division 'here ate 
one hundred and eighty poitraitsof 

the Aiiiie de 1' Epee alone. Besides 
the portraits of Dr. Crouter and B. 
D Pettengill mentioned above, the 
Pennsylvania Institution is repre- 
sented by Bishop White, its first 
President, David G Seixas, its first 
Principal, Lewis Weld and Joshua 
Poster, former Principals. There is 
hardly a principal of a school in the 

United stales whose poi trail could 

not be produced from this great 
collection at a moment's warning, as 
was Dr. Crouter's. 

8, Portraits of writers, philoso- 
phers, physicians and men in public 
life, frem the earliest times to out 
own, who have in any way aided 
the Instruction of the deaf. 

I. Portraits of deaf persons dis 
tingulshed in letters and in the arts 
and sciences; and also of the tleaf- 
blind 

5. Articles of all kinds pertain- 
ing to the deaf, medals, manual 
alphabets, etc. 

In the artistic section there are 
about four hundred works of deaf 
painters, sculptors, ensravers, li- 
thographers, and photographers, 
The only Americans represented are 
Jacques Alexander, Alexander Mac- 
Gregor and Douglas Tilden. 

We would earnestly advise all 
persons who have objects suitable 
to add to this collection, tO send 
them to the curator of this wonder- 
full Museum, and thus help along 
its work which one visitor declared 
to be fold two, " tO destroy the 
IgDOranoe and prejudice of some, 
and to restore the victims of this 
ignorance and prejudice to the 
place In society which is their dee."

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Very seldom in a city the size of 
Dunkirk exists a case of such 
wretched destitution as was brought 
to light on Saturday night in the 
family of George F. Walsh, resid 
Ing on the ground floor back of a 
building at 45 K. Third Street, the 
parents and two children of which 
are deaf-mutes.

The mother, 
and twin boy-babies, born but a 
few minutes beforo, lay on an old 
mattress in an iron bed without 
quilts, sheets or covering of any 
description. The infants were nak 
ed and the woman attired in a rag- 
ged and dirty wrapper. There 
were also two other children, both 
boys, one four years old and the 
other one year old. The older of 
of these wore fragments of a dress 
and the younger was practically 
without clothing. There was no 
light, but one bed,, and no other 
furniture in the moms. All the 
food in sight was part of a loaf of 
bread and the only warmth was 
from a meagre coal fire in a di 
lapidated heating stove. 

Mrs. Maitland immediately wont 
about to pi Vide food, clothing, bed- 
ding and light and in this was rea- 
dred valuable aid by the police, Offi- 
cer DroegC personally supplying a 
suit of clothes for the oldest boy. 
This morning the mother arid the 

twins were removed lo the hospital 
and the two older boys were placed 
in St. Mary's Orphan Home. 

The family came here some time 
ago from Brooklyn, and until last 
week Ibe husband and father work 
ed at the planl of the Russell Kim- 
ball Manufacturing Company and 
drew from $12 to $14 per week Ai 
present he is engaged in painting al 
a fair salary. What becomes of his 

money is a quest ion.

It. iH proponed to create a memoi ial 
to the late Kev. Thoiniu* Uulluiidet, 

I). I), by tbe erection of a Parish 

Building for St. Ann'H Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Chinch 
iH situated on 148th Street, junt went 
Of Amsterdam Avenue, and in built 
Some twenty-five feet liaek from the 
line of tbe Street to permit the erec- 
tion of hucIi a building hh above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to tbe ebUTOfa edifice and be a center 

of religious and social life amongst 

the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped doling bis lifetime to Bee the 
erection Of fhia building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which hia name haa always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flye feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live lent in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be us<<l lor the Hoeial, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about #:j(),000, and the building 
Itself, irr Its position and purpose, 

will form a conspicuous monument 

to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
